The 2608 meeting of the QCWA Soarc of Directors was neld on Oct 3,1968 
at the Engineers’ Club in New York City with all Officers and Directors 
present. The following is a summary of tne actions taken by the Board 
of Directors: 


1. Authorized the establishment of an Amateur Radic Club Station 
under call sign W2MM as a Memorial Station to our late President, Earl 
R. Thomas. The Trustee of the station will be Mr. Clarence Seid, W2Ke/ 
K¥2ZA8, who holds an Extra Class license. 


2. Regretfully accepted the resienation of the Treasurer, Fred. W. 
Huff, W2AMB, who tendered is resignation for personal reasons. 


3. Unanimously elected Mr. Mark J. Gevaney, W2NQR, to #117 the 
vacancy in the Office of Treasurer for the unexpired term until Oct 
1969, in accordance with Art. IIE Sec 5 of the constitution. 


4. Appointed anavditing Committee comprising David Talley, W2PF, and 
Dr. A. L. Walsh, W2BW, to awdic the Treasurer's books and to assist in 
transferring 411 records and books of the Treasurer to Mr, Mark, J, 
Devaney, HW2NQR. 


5. Directed that a suitable nlaqve be presented to fred W. Huff, 
W2A4M8 for his long and devated services to QCMA as Treasurer. 


6. Approved the recommendaticn of the General Manager to use non- 
profit class of mailing for the QCWA fiews letters instead of first- 
class upon his calculations that approxizately $700 would de saved 
annually on postage. 


7. Voted that it fs the continuins pelicy of QCWA not to sel? or 
issue tne QCWA fear Book or other OCHA publications to aon-menbers 
Or to any commercial organization.

The 215t Annual dinner-meeting of QCHA was held at the Statler-Hilton 


Rotel in New York City on October 25th, 1968. Mr. Wally Watts, Wayts2 
wis our featured sSpeaber, and his taik wes very well receivec by the 
members present. We Nod about 149 members and wives in attendance, 

ang of course everybocy enjoyed themselves. Mr. Watts said, "“Monumen- 


tal changes have taken place in our lives, and our activities in the 
pertod of time that the Quarter Century Wireless Association, symbolizes 
in our own field of Amatewr Radia, much nas happened, In 1943 = @Syears 
aga - according to statistics of the ARRL, there were somaething less 
than 70,000 Vicensed hams in the U.S. Today there are over 275,000 - 
about four tires as many. And this doesn't even include Citizen's Radic 
licensees, some of whom may nell be an the taresthold af Amateur opera- 
tion, Tatay we are wsing cammunicattons channels that weren't aveilatle 
back in the 1940's, And who would save thovght, @ Quarter century aco. 
thet amateurs -- even teenaged cnes -- would be talking to #ach other 
vie satellites and bouncing their CW conversations off the Moon? We've 
come 4 long way” “on a broader dasis." he continued “on the national 
end international scenes and in our personal lives as well, the 

cnanges have been even core drastic.” Hr. Watts reviewed the vast 25 
years of hot and col¢ wars om both sides of tae worlé. "Closer at 
home” he said, " sore immediately celztec to our personal tives. we 

cic not foresee (tho we certainly sould have) iaportant changes that 
were to take place in the Americas way of living. Most specifically, 

{ refer to the current problems of the cities, the enrest among the 
underprivileged seqment of our population, and the steps we are now 
taking to achieve some semblance of che justice and equality thet we 
have Draqged about for some hundreds of years. But nmeaver really esta- 
blished. | bring this up far a very ssecific reason: f think that we 

as a fairly dedicated groun of people -- hem operators have always 
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been enthusiastic <-- can ¢o something te contribute toward the solu. 
tion, or at least the alleviation, of tais problem, i should like ta 
put forth an idea for your ceasideration,” Mr. Watts went on to say 
that the salvation for tne uncerorivileged does not lay 60 much with 
the grownups, but with the kids. Kids mow 12 to 18 years old. Kids 
“NO Can, and do, make trouble in the streets, but who could, if they 
were drawn into interesting fields of activity, be out on the oath 
to constructive citizenship. He then stressed the point he was lead- 
jaa to, “ and that is a program to interest the Ghetto kids in Ban 
radio, Such @ program sot enly wasld provide them with a fascinatise 
hobby Lo occupy their leisure hours constructively bul siso as a 
possidie foot im the door of electronics toward a future occupation.” 
He also stated that any program aimed at introducing kids to ham radio 
should definitely not be billed as educational, and it should nat 
include any formidable adfuncts such as scholarships. He nos taiked 
to many homs who have conducted such groups. and all of them warn 
that if you approach the project on an educational, or training, basis 
you lose 90 per cent of the appeal far the kids you're trying ta 
recruit. The emphasis nas to be on the fun, the excitement, the ¢rama 
of the activity. He placed emphasis on the fascination radio can have 
on @ youngster and the willingness of a good many hams to take the time 
to Introduce it to them. They coule come together in a way that could, 
conceivably, accomplish a great deal in helping to put the ghetto kids 
on a new path in life. & raad not only to a consuming hodby but also 
Dossibly - thru its basic iatroduction to electronics + to a construct- 
. ive Gareer,"How can we do this? well, many of your, I'm sure, already 
are - or have been in tne past - isvolved in some form of ham activity 
with kids. Meybe a club with @ regular schedule of meetings, such as 
the scouts or the"¥" ~ maybe an informal group that gets together ance 
in @ while - perhaps just one or two neighborhood youngsters who drop 
in occasionally.” “What [{ envision” he continued,"is something on a 
really seysetves basis - 2 group activity led by one of us hams under 
Sponsorship of, perhaps, the local school system or a civic arganiza- 
tion like the YMCA or Jayeces or cren the local police devartment.* 
Mr. Watts then talked abevt a pilot project is Camden, W.J. This 
project imcluces che police department. considering ways to start e 
radio club. He stated that they now have a program under way with the 
aid of notable people in sports and the department of police. The 
final object is cto establish a radic amateur station for some ef the 
boys is the Camdon area. He hopefully thinks that within o few weeks 
they will hava a pilot project gaing in the form of a club for kids 
from the ghetco families. The cost of this Project would not be toa 
much Hr Watts said, as many of tne old timers have zoe perae on hana 
that they can contribute, Or the secessary capital can be raised by a 
Sponsor, Mr. Watts continued with projects that are a success in the 
South Jersey area dy W27Q.; in Cnsery Hill, H. J, & manual training 
teacher has bean organizing nam clubs in High and junior high $chools, 
He stressed that radia clubs in tae U.S. could start recrulting kids 
in their own neighborhoods to attend their meetings and see how vam 
radio works, tet them lfsten and talk to some of our famous and weil 
tnown hams who ere in hign offices in the government. This would give 
them a thrill anc possibly get them jaterested in starting to learn 
now to pecome &@ ham. Mr. Watts concluded his speech, "As 11 of your 
are well aware, electronics constitutes one of the five biggest indus- 
tries in the US, today. The aced for technicians and engineers grows 
daily, and there fs a very fefinite possiblity that some of today's 
aaedcore poor -- untrained in any skiil - may be given the know-how 
to help meet this neec. Just tast oath the Laberseparteent coatrac- 
ted for the training of severe] hundred jobless men from the ghetto 
ereas of four major cities to be T¥ repair men. This can be a very 
constructive program, both for tke men and for Industry, for f know 
from my Own company’s caperience, the T¥ industry can use every 
qualified service it can find. Obviously, therefore, an introduction 
to electronics thru ham radio covld very well lead to 9 futere job for 
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@ youngster from an underprivileged beckoround.” “We hams can do our 
Dart. We have 2 setural tool to capture the interest of these kids. 

1 urge all of you, cither individually or thru the geny ham ciubds 

thet exist throughout tne ccuntry - forma! organizatiozs or informal 
qroups - to contact your school suzerintendents. Your Police Depaert- 
ments, your civic groups, and affer your services in introducing these 
kids to the adventure of radto, [c¢ will da them - and the community- 
and the future society of America - &@ tremendous amount of sooc. And 
we hams can have a tot of fun ourssives - and get a good deal of 
Satisfaction - in doing ic"
